DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 10/28/2008, with respect to claim 1 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the claims has been 
withdrawn. 

The Examiner notes agreement with the Applicant that the capacitors of Duke 
are not taught to be 'operatively' charged. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-13, 18, and 20-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1 is believed to be allowable as the prior art failed to disclose or make 
obvious the combination of the stated capacitive storage element energy and voltage 
relationships, as they relate to being operatively charged in a switched current path, and 
additionally operatively discharge across a laser diode. The prior art was found to teach 
similar circuits, as have been cited, but did not teach the stated relationships and most 
notably the relationships to hold true when operatively charged, and subsequently 
discharging the energy to the laser diode. For these reasons the claims are believed to 
be in condition for allowance. 

Please see the previous office actions for the reasons of allowance for claims 18 
and 20.
